While  the  1986-87  school  year  was  unfold- 
ing at  Mars  Hill,  a  fascinating  assortment 
of  people  and  events  was  parading  across 
the  world  stage.  We  were  caught  up  in  the 
action  on  our  own  campus,  yet  we  were 
keenly  aware  of  the  high  drama  being  acted 
out  in  the  larger  arena  of  life. 

Half  a  world  away,  in  the  Philippines,  a 
courageous  woman,  Corazon  Aquino 
(right),  was  struggling  to  help  her  people 
overcome  the  legacy  of  the  corrupt  20-year 
dictatorship  of  Ferdinand  Marcos  (far 
right)  and  recapture  the  joys  of  liberty  and 
self-determination.  The  struggle  was  bur- 
dened by  political  and  economic  turmoil. 

In  Britian  a  920-year  old  monarchy  mus- 
tered its  pomp  and  glory  for  the  spectacle  of 
a  royal  wedding.  Prince  Andrew,  second 
son  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  fourth  in  line  to 
the  throne,  married  red-haired  English 
commoner  Sarah  Ferguson. 

A  new  fad,  a  new  form  of  recreational  drug 
(below),  was  sweeping  the  United  States. 
On  the  East  Coast  it  was  called  "crack;" 
but  on  the  West  Coast  it  was  known  as 
"rock."  Whatever  its  name,  this  refined, 
smokable,  cheaper  form  of  cocaine  was 
proving  to  be  the  most  addictive  narcotic 
ever  sold  on  the  streets  of  our  nation. 
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Perspective 

Terrorism  continued  to  spread  as  an  ugly 
reality  around  the  world.  Responding  to 
what  he  called  the  "monstrous  brutality"  of 
Libyan-based  terrorism  in  Europe  and 
throughout  the  Mediterranean  area,  Presi- 
dent Reagan  ordered  a  retaliatory  raid.  Air 
Force  and  Navy  jets  struck  five  targets  in- 
side Libya.  Among  them  was  the  Libyan 
Naval  Academy  (above),  located  in  a  sub- 
urb of  Tripoli. 

Farther  south  in  Africa  a  different  form  of 
deadliness  manifested  itself.  Deep  under 
Lake  Nios  in  Cameroon,  the  earth  belched; 
a  bubble  of  scalding  gas  rose  to  the  surface 
and  was  wind  carried  across  the  land.  With- 
in minutes,  1700  people  were  dead,  burned 
by  the  steam  and  choked  by  carbon  dioxide. 
Among  the  non-human  casualties  was  a 
herd  of  cows  (left). 

Among  celebrities  who  died  during  the  year 
were  singer  Kate  Smith  (far  left),  79,  best 
known  for  her  World  War  II  renditions  of 
"God  Bless  America;"  bandleader  Benny 
Goodman  (center),  known  as  the  "King  of 
Swing;"  and  actor  Ted  Knight,  62,  who  had 
starred  in  the  "Mary  Tyler  Moore  Show" 
and  other  television  series.

The  lingering  effects  of  the  worst  dry  spell 
on  record,  which  spread  throughout  the 
Southeast  during  the  summer  of  1986, 
could  still  be  seen  far  into  autumn.  During 
the  peak  of  that  rainless  season,  corn 
(right)  and  other  crops  wilted  from  south- 
ern Pennsylvania  all  the  way  to  northern 
Florida.  Even  after  some  late  summer 
rains,  many  tobacco  farmers  throughout 
the  Carolinas  lost  their  entire  crop  and  were 
on  the  brink  of  economic  ruin. 

In  Hyannis  Port,  MA,  Caroline  Kennedy, 
who  captured  the  nation's  heart  as  a  little 
girl  romping  through  the  White 
House  in  the  early  1960's,  when  her  father 
was  president,  married  Edwin  Schlossberg, 
a  New  York  businessman  and  artist. 

"Miss  Tennessee,"  Kellye  Cash  (below 
right),  grandniece  of  country  music  star 
Johnny  Cash,  was  crowned  "Miss  America 
of  1987."

The  city  of  New  York  gave  the  Statue  of 
Liberty  a  big  birthday  bash  on  the  Fourth 
of  July,  and  the  nation  joined  the  celebra- 
tion via  television.  A  glorious  festival  of 
song,  celebrities,  and  fireworks  lit  the  har- 
bor and  stirred  our  patriotism  as  we  hon- 
ored the  newly  restored  symbol  of  our  free- 
dom on  the  great  lady's  100th  anniversary. 

Meanwhile,  the  seeds  of  hatred  and  bigotry 
sprouted  into  another  tragic  episode  of  ter- 
rorism in  the  Middle  East.  Two  Arab  gun- 
men stormed  the  main  Jewish  synagogue  in 
Istanbul,  killing  20  worshipers  with  sub- 
machinegun  fire.  When  Turkish  police  ar- 
rived, the  terrorists  detonated  hand  gre- 
nades and  killed  themselves.  Afterward, 
the  sanctuary  was  a  gory  scene  (below).

New  hope  for  world  peace  was  raised  when 
Soviet  premier  Mikhail  Gorbachev  (left 
above)  and  President  Reagan  met  in  Reyk- 
javik, Iceland,  for  a  two-day  summit.  They 
discussed  the  possibility  of  reducing  nucle- 
ar weapons  in  Europe  and  elsewhere  but 
reached  an  impasse  over  the  testing  of  the 
United  States'  so-called  "Star  Wars" 
weaponry  system. 

Fans  of  professional  sports  had  plenty  to 
cheer  about  during  the  fall  with  exciting 
action  in  the  National  Football  League  and 
in  baseball's  World  Series.  San  Fransciso 
Forty-Niner  Quarterback  Joe  Montana 
(left  below)  injured  his  spine  in  the  first 
game  of  the  1986  FNL  season,  underwent 
disc  surgery,  and  returned  to  action  within 
two  months.  The  New  York  Mets  took  the 
World  Series  from  the  Boston  Redsox  with 
an  8-5  victory  in  the  seventh  game.  Catcher 
Gary  Carter  was  so  elated  he  jumped  into 
the  arms  of  pitcher  Jesse  Orosco.

Americans  continued  to  be  taken  or  held 
hostage  throughout  the  world.  One  was 
journalist  Nicholas  Daniloff  (above  left), 
who  was  arrested  in  Moscow  and  accused  of 
spying.  He  was  later  exchanged  for  a  Soviet 
UN  employee  whom  the  U.S.  had  charged 
with  spying.  Similarly  ransomed  by  the 
United  States  was  David  Jacobsen,  who 
had  been  held  hostage  in  Iran. 

In  a  surprising  off-year  election  the  Demo- 
crats re-captured  the  Senate  and  made  sub- 
stantial gains  in  the  House.  One  of  the  win- 
ners who  helped  them  regain  the  Senate 
was  former  North  Carolina  governor  and 
Duke  University  president  Terry  Sanford 
(left),  who  defeated  long-time  Republican 
Congressman  James  Broyhill,  who  had 
been  appointed  to  the  Senate  earlier  in  the 
year  following  the  suicide  of  Sen.  John 
East. 

Despite  being  faced  with  Democratic  con- 
trol of  Congress  for  the  two  remaining 
years  of  their  administration,  President 
Reagan  and  Vice  President  George  Bush 
(above)  continued  to  display  their  usual  en- 
thusiasm and  optimism.
